DAMASCUS. March 1 (R)--An Arab League committee seek- 
ing to patch up a dispute between Tunisia and the Libyan 
Jamahirivah has succeeded in its mission, Syrian Foreign Minister 
Abdul Halim Khaddam said. Tunisia had accused the Libyans of 
masterminding a guerrilla attack on the southern mining town of 
Gafsa last month, in which 41 people died and more then 100 
were wounded. Tripoli denied the charge. The Arab League, 
meeting in Tunis this week, urged the North African neighbours 
to bury their differences and normalise relations. The league set 
up a committee, made up of Iraq, Kuwait and Syria's foreign 
ministers and a representative of the league secretariat, to oversee 
normalisation.

Six people die 
in Sidon clash 

SI DON, Lebanon, March I (R) — 
At least six people were killed in 
heavy fighting today between 
Palestinian commandos and 
Lebanese army rroops, hospital 
sources reported. The dead were 
reported to include two Lebanese 
civilian passers-by while the 
others wiere believed to be Pales- 
tinians. ; 

Rockets and rocket-propelled 
grenades were among the 
weapons used in the clash outside 
an army barracks between the 
troops and the commandos sup- 
ported by men of the Palestine 
Liberation Army. 

The battle followed a row bet- 
ween the commandos and soldiers 
stationed at the entrance to the 
barracks. 

Shopkeepers were forced to 
close their shutters and people in 
the area fled for shelter. As the 
commandos mobilised their 
forces, Lebanese leftist leaders 
conferred with army officers to try 
to contain the violence. 

At least nine people were 
wounded in the fighting, which 
was still continuing two hours 
later, security sources said. 

The Palestine News Agency 
(WAFA) said in Beirut that two 
Palestine Liberation Army com- 
mandos were killed in the clash, 
which followed a similar incident 
two weeks ago in the capital.

Giscard begins six-country, 
nine-day VIE tour in Kuwait 


KUWAIT. March 1 |AP) - 
French President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing arrived here today, 
beginning a six-country Middie 
East tour to bolster France’s polit- 
ical and economic ties with the 
Arab World. 

Kuw aiti Ruler Sheikh Jaber Al 
Ahmad Al Sabah, government 
officials and members of dip- 
lomatic corps w'ere on hand to 
greet Mr. Giscard d'Estaing al the 
airport. 

The French president is accom- 
panied by a high-ranking deleg- 
ation including Foreign Minister 
Jean Francois Ponce t and Minister 
of Industry Andre Giraud. 

Mr. Giscard d'Estaing. .«ras 
given a 21-gun salute as he dis- 
embarked from his plane. After 
reviewing a guard of honour, he 
and Sheikh Jaber were driven 15 
kilometres through Kuwait Cit>‘s 
flag-bedecked srreets to the Qasr 
Al-Salam (Peace Palace) guest- 
house, where he will stay during 
histhree-day \isit here.

U.N. censures Israel 
for settlements policy 


U.N. panel’s visit to U.S. 
hostages in Iran hangs fire 

TEHRAN. March I (Rl -- A planned visit to the U.S. embassy 
hostages by the U.N. commission probing Iran's grievances against 
the Shah hung fire today as discussions continued over details. 

An official at the office of revolutionary leader Ayatollah Ruhol- 
lah Khomeini reaffirmed today that the radical students who have 
been holding the 4V Americans since Nov. 4 had agreed in principle 
to the meeting. 

But the official, who asked not to be named, said talks were going 
on with the students over ho«- many of ihe five commission members 
would be allowed into the embassy, and whether they would see all or 
just some of the hostages. 

He said a member of the ruling Revolutionary Council, whom he 
declined to name, had visited the students this morning and would 
report back to the council. It was not clear whether the next council 
meeting would be tonight or tomorrow. 

A student spokesman said: "Everything is possible but we have not 
decided yet.” The students were apparently withholding con- 
firmation that a meeting would take place at all until the details had 
been finalised. 

The visit to the hostages, which U.N. Secretary General Kun 
Waldheim says Iran promised him in writing, has emerged as the 
thorniest problem facing the commission since it arrived a week ago 
in an effort to ease the U.S.-lran crisis. 

The commission spokesman. Mr. Samir Sambar. told reporters 
tonight that the panel had held a fourth meeting today with Iranian 
Foreign Minister Sadeq Qoibzarieh. and expected to see him again 
tomorrow. 

Sourcesclose to the cornin'* >ion said the meeting with the hostages 
was taking slightly longer to arrange than the panel had hoped, but no 
major obstacle had arisen and the points at issue were details, not 
fundamentals. 

The sources indicated that the commission would have finished the 
major part of the process of documenting Iran's grievances by 
tonight, and while rhey could continue working on their report at 
their Tehran hotel they would not await a visit to the hostages 
indefinitely. 

The commission said in a statement it had met today with a 
delegation of Iranian professors"and heard statements about attacks 
on cultural freedom and human rights violations committed in the 
universities and colleges.” 

Their spokesman said they met two professors who said they were 
victims of the Shah's political police Savak. One had lost a nephew, 
apparently at the hands of Savak. he said. 

The Iranian Jourisis' Assocations. whose leaders met the com- 
mission earlier this week, today published a statement in the news- 
paper Bamdad calling on the panel to examine the U.S. role in 
supporting the Shah. 

“If vour studies are limited, and examining the consequences and 
the role of the main cause of the disturbances in Iran, i.e.the U.S. ...is 
neglected, the con' mission will not ha\e fulfilled its historic and 
fundamental mission " it declared. 

Bamdad also printed an interview 1 with Iran's roving lslaraic-judge. 
Ayatollah Sadeq KhalkhaJi. who criticised the commission's visit to 
Iran. 

"It must go io Panama because the main criminal is under their 
protection." he said in a reference to the former monarch. 


UNITED NATIONS, Vfarch 1 (Agen-

unanimously censured Israel for its 

The council took up the <jci- 
tlements issue at the request of 
Morocco and Jordan following 
reports by a U.N. commission. 

The resolution was worked out 
in intensive private consulations in 
which the U.S. attitude was cru- 
cial. 

The resolution strongly 
deplored Israel's decision to pro- 
hibit Mr. Fahd Qawasmi the 
mayor of Hebron on the West 
Bank from travelling to New York 
to testify before the council. 

It said all measures taken by 
Israel to change the physical 
character, demographic com- 
position. institutional structure or 
status of the Palestinian and other 
Arab territories occupied since 
1 967, including Jerusalem or any 
part of it. had no legal validity. 

Israel's practice of settling some 
of its population and new immig- 
rants in those territories was "a 
flagrant violation of the fourth 
Geneva convention on the pro- 
tection of civilians in rime of war. 

It also constituted a serious .obs- 
truction to achieving a com- 
prehensive. just and lasting peace 
in the Middle East, the council 
said. 

The resolution strongly 
deplored Israel's persistence in 
those policies and called on it to 
rescind the measures, dismantle 
existing settlements and cease 
establishing new settlements. 

ft also called on all states not to 
provide Israel with any aid to be 
used specifically in connection 
with settlements. 

The U.N. commission was 
asked to continue to examine the 
situation and report to the council 
by Sept. 1 . 

Dr. Hazem Nuseibeh, the chief 
delegate of Jordan, welcomed the 
outcome of the debate and U.S. 
backing for the resolution. 

He told the Jordan Times he 
was “very pleased" with the out- 
come of the vote “which seems to 
indicate a change of attitude of the 
United States." 

"The ice has been broken 
towards a change in the attitude of 
the United States." Dr. Nuseibeh 
said. “For the First rime since 
(former U.S. Secretary of State) 

Henry Kissinger the U.S. was wil- 
ling to vote in a resolution against 
Israel/' he said. “The resolution

Dr. Nuseibeh said: “Whether or 
not Israel abides by the Security 
Council resolution is of course 
beyond our reach.

The resolution was “the first 
action-oriented resolution, 
because it does not just deplore or 
regret Israeli policy.” Dr. 
Neseibeh said. 

Speaking after the vote, Mr. 
Donald McHenry, the chief 
United States delegate, who com- 
pleted an extensive Middle East 
tour Iasi week, said: “We regard 
the settlements in the occupied 
territories as illegal under inter- 
national law." 

They were an obstacle to the 
successful outcome of current 
negotiations aimed at a com- 
prehensive, just and stable peace, 
he said. 


Mr. McHenry said the U.S. 
supported it despite reservations 
about certain provisions. 

The U.S. did not see the refer- 
ence to changes in the institutional 
structure of the occupied ter- 
ritories as prejudicing in any way 
the outcome of autonomy negoti- 
ations. and it was also impractical 
to call for dismantling existing set- 
tle ments, Mr. McHenry claimed. 

Mr. Mikhail Kirlamov. the 
Soviet delegate, said the council 
should have clearly held out the 
threat of punitive measures if 
Israel failed to comply with the 
resolution. 

Yehuda Blum, chief delegate of 
Israel, said the council ignored his 
country's fundamental right to 
self-preservation and legitimate 
concern for its security and 
defence. 

“The resolution which has just 
been adopted is the product of the 
combination of various partisan 
interests, including political expe- 
diency of one form or another." he 
said.

Moscow denies having bases 
or troops in southern Yemen 


KUWAIT. March 1 (R) - The 
Soviet Union's warships use Aden 
port and its experts train the South 
Yemeni army but it has no bases 
or troops in the country, the Soviet 
ambassador to Aden said in a 
newspaper interview today. 

The ambassador. Mr. Felix 
Fedotov, told the Kuwaiti news- 
paper Al Sivassa there were also 
Cuban experts in South Yemen 
“but from East Germany there is 
only one soldier — and he is the 
military attache at the embassy." 

“I do not hide the fact that our 
warships in ihe area visit Aden 
port to take on water, food and 
fuel but apart from that there are 
no Soviet bases or troops on 
Democratic Yemen's territory," 
Mr. Fedotov said. “With satellites 
it would nor be difficult for the 
United States to verify this,” he 
added. 

"The Soviet men in Democratic 
Yemen are trainers and advisers' 
on weapons and in other sectors 
where we have given aid but they 
do not take part in military oper- 
ations,” Mr. Fedotov said. 

In an interview with AJ Siyassa 
earlier this week. South Yemeni 
President Abdul Fartah Ismail 
denounced reports of Soviet milit- 
ary bases in his country as prop-' 
aganda by the United States. 

South Ymen signed a 20-year 
friendship. and cooperation treaty 
with the Soviet Union last year. 

According to western estimates, 
there were some 2,500 Soviet and 
Cuban military personnel in South 
Yemen at the beginning of the" 
year. Arab sources in Beirut 


recently reported a buildup of 
such personnel. 

He denied western reports that 
the Soviet Union posed a threat to 
the oil fields of the Gulf. “The 
Soviet Union is the world* s biggest 
,oiI producer and there is no incen- 
tive for running after the oil in ihe 
Gulf or the (Arabian) Peninsula." 
he added. 

“We are also well-aware that 
competing for Gulf oil would 


mean a third world war. and wc 
have no interest in the eruption of 
Such a war." he added. 

"The real dangers besetting the 
Gulf and the Peninsula lie in the 
factors of change in the area and 
the nervous temperament of the 
U.S. administration." he said. 

“If it were not for the Soviets, 
the region's oil would now be 
under direct American occu- 
pation,” he contended. 


Duncan in Saudi Arabia 
to buy oil for stockpiling 

BAHRAIN, March 1 (R)~ U.S. Energy Secretary Charles Duncan 
arrived in Dhahran today at the start of a three-day visit to Saudi 
Arabia during which he will discuss buying oil for American strategic 
reserves. 

U.S. diplomats in Riyadh contacted by telephone from Bahrain 
said Mr. Duncan would have talks with senior officials of the 
Arabian -American Oil Company (ARAMCO), the four-company 
American consortium which is the main operator of Saudi Arabia's 
oil fields. 

They said Mr. Duncan would fly to Riyadh tomorrow for talks with 
Saudi Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani. 

The energy department said in Washington Mr. Duncan would 
discuss a resumption of sales of Saudi oil for stockpiling in the U.S. 

Opposition to stockpiling has been strong in Saudi Arabia and 
among other members of the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). 

The U.S. government wants to buy the extra million harries for 
storage in underground reserves in Texas and Louisiana. The storage 
caverns have not received new oil for about a year, since the revolu- 
tion in Iran disrupted supplies from that country. 

The reserves were started in response to the Arab oil embargo 
against the United States in late 1973. 

The stockpiling is expected to resume later this year with oil from 
Alaska and California, but more volume is needed. Only some 90 
million barrels of the projected one billion barrels are now in the 
underground salt dome caverns.

THE RESOLUTION passed unanimously by the U.N. 
Security Council last night, censuring Israel for its set- 
tlements policy in the occupied Arab territories and 
demanding the dismantling of those settlements, is a great 
victory tor right over wrong, justice over injustice, reason 
over hypocrisy. 

It is also a victory for Jordan and Morocco, who jointly 
called the Security Council into session on this matter, and 
for the Arab states who authored the resolution. 

It is a measure with teeth in it which even the Israelis, 
with their studied contempt for the U.N. and its institutions 
and their habitual flouting of the will of the international 
community, will be hard-pressed to ignore. 

For the first time, the Security Council has declared as 
legally invalid all measures taken by Israel to change the 
physical character, demographic composition, institutional 
structure and status oF the Arab territories occupied since 
r j 67. Also for the first time at this level, a clear link has 
been made between Israel's illegal settlement practices and 
the 1949 Geneva Convention which governs the dis- 
position of territories and }>eopIes occupied by force. 

Thus, the blatant illegality and aggressive nature of 
Israel's actions stand exposed before the world, with even 
the United States concurring. 

The resolution stopped short of applying sanctions 
against Israel. Had the U.S. vetoed last night’s resolution, 
Jordan was planning to propose another which would have 
called for mandatory sanctions to be applied, under Chap- 
ter VII of the U.N. Charter, which provides for such meas- 
ures in the event of illegal actions taken by a member state. 
As it is now, Israel's compliance — or non-compliance — 
with last night's resolution will have to determine whether 
sanctions must be the next step. 

Interestingly, the U.N. move coincides with disclosures 
■in Israel that the number of settlements in the occupied 
territories now stands at 94, with some 13,700 inhabitants 
(more than Arab estimates had indicated) and that some 75 
million has been allocated in the 1980 budgets of various 
Israeli ministries and government institutions to expand 
the settlement network. 

By demanding not only that no more settlements 
should be built but also that present ones should be dis- 
mantled, the U.N. has at last put Israel on notice. The fact- 
’hat the settlements form the very foundation on which the 
Begin regime's extremist policies are based presents that 
regime with a dilemma which cannot be ignored. 

But, even as we savour this substantial psychological 
victory, there are hidden dangers we must be aware of. 
Reports from the United Nations indicate that last night’s 
resolution almost didn't make it to the floor of the council 
because of dickering among the Arab delegates who were 
drafting it. 

This is an issue on which there is no room for division or 
quibbling; right is manifestly on the Arab side in a question 
which lies at the very heart of Arab grievances in the 
Arub-Israeli confrontation. For this resolution to have the 
desired effect — of ending one of the more visible symbols 
of occupation and challenging the very premises of Zionism 
— then we must trulv be resolute. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT; Egyptian Prime Minister Mustafa Khalil has described 
the autonomy negotiations as moving in a vicious circle. This 
description may be the most honest confession made by an Egy- 
ptian official since the beginning of the negotiations, which have 
been accompanied by a series of Egyptian concessions — most 
recently, concessions made at the recent round in the Hague. 

Dr. Khalil himself said that it is possible to keep the military 
security and the foreign relations of the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
in the hands of Israel. Nobody knows who gave the Egyptian 
prime minister the right to grant this possibility to Israel. Despire 
this, jj is obvious that his offer is the latest concession Egypt has 
nude at the Hague talks. 

It seems the Israeli side was not even content with this con- 
cc-sion. and that it is still determined to make Egypt submit 
completely in the so-called autonomy negotiations. This has led 
i?r. Khalii to describe the talks as moving in a vicious circle. 

What is surprising and sad is that the Egyptian prime minister 
blames the Arabs for his own failure in forgetting that the Arabs 
h ive warned against the autonomy plan as a continuous series of 
concessions at the expense of Palestinian national rights.

‘Parallel market’ stores 
to sell food for ‘nominal 
profit’, P. VI. says 


1RB1D, March 1 (JT) - In an 
attempt to indirectly control pri- 
vate sector pricing policies, the 
government will set up “parallel 
markets'* for the sale of basic food 
supplies, the Prime Minister, 
Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf. 
announced today during a tour of 
this northern city. 

A source at the Prime Ministry 
told the Jordan Times today that 
the "parallel market" stores will 
conduct trading operations under 
the same conditions as private 
stores: they will pay customs and 
freight charges on the goods they 
import and pay income tax on 
their profits, which he said would 
be "nominal.” 

The point of the parallel stores, 
he said, was to control rising prices 
and to set an example of fair pric- 
ing policy fur the private sector. 

The stores, he said, will sell 
“mainly imported" basic food- 
stuffs such as sugar, rice, olive oil, 
flour and milk. 

The Prime Minister was accom- 
panied by Dr. Jaincl Sha’cr. the 
minister of municipal, rural and 
environmental affairs, and Mr. Ali 
Nsour, the minister of industry 
and trade. They fielded questions 
put to them on the government's 
energy and consumption control 
policies during a meeting with the 
governor of Irbid and city notables 
as well as directors of government 
departments and heads of mun- 
icipal councils in the governoratc. 

The government is giving spe- 
cial attention to granting wider 
local authority to municipalities 
around the country in a drive to 
enlist the public's participation in 
development projects. Sharif 
Abdul Hamid said. 

The Prime Ministry and his 
party later visited Yarmouk Uni- 
versity. 

Sharif Abdul Hamid told the 
faculty and students that the gov- 
ernment will make a statement 
before the National Consultative 
Council on Monday on inflation in 


Jordan and its impact on the 
national economy. 

He said the government would 
adopt fiscal and monetary meas- 
ures to absorb surplus liquidity, 
cut down on government spend- 
ing, continue subsidies of basic 
consumer goods and curb the role 
of intermediaries in agricultural 
and food-stuff marketing to pre- 
vent any price manipulation. 

The prime minister said that a 
revised income tax law is under 
study, the aim of which is to create 
better economic and social equal- 
ity among citizens. 

The government will also 
expand the activities of both the 
civil and military consumer cor- 
porations, he added. 

In answer to a question on giv- 
ing women the opportunity to join 
more effectively in the labour 
force, the prime minister said the 
government is absolutely con- 
vinced in the equality of women 
and that it will exert a special 
effort to eliminate discrimination 
against women, whether the cause 
behind the discrimation is legal or 
is a matter of tradition. 

He added that the vast majority 
of restrictions on Jordanian 
women were not legal, as is the 
case even in some developed 
countries, but rather due to cus- 
tom and tradition. 

The prime minister added that 
the Department of Women's 
Affairs, which comes under the 
jurisdiculinn or the minister of 
social development, is in the pro- 
cess of preparing programmes to 
activate the role of women

bases by the eastern block, hence 
further endangering the security 
of the region. 

In an interview with the French 
newspaper le Figaro. King Hus- 
sein said Jordan opposes the 
establishment of foreign bases and 
believes in building up indigenous 
Arab strength, which would 
enable the Arab nation to defend 
its own security and interests. 

Referring to the visit to Jordan 
next week by President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing of France, King 
Hussein said the visit will be an 
important opportunity to discuss 
Middle East developments. 
France's position is very close to 
the Arab stand, since it envisages 
no peace in the Middle East region 
which is not based on a common 
basis and a framework recognised 
by all concerned parties, the King 
said.

Steadfastnes committee 
agrees on West Bank funds

AMMAN. March 1 (JT) - The 
joint Jordanian-PLO committee 
for supporting the steadfastness of 
the inhabitants of the occupied 
territories has agreed on a plan for 
giving money to West Bank 
municipalities that includes large 
amounts of cash to universities 
and public institutions in the 
Israeli -occupied Arab areas, the 
the Jerusalem Post has reported. 

To help Arab residents in the 
occupied territories resist Israeli 
encroachment, the committee 
agreed to give JD 750,000 for. 
agricultural and cooperative pro- 
jects in the West Bank.* 

The joint committee, which met 
here earlier this week and was 
attended by 12 West Bank may- 
ors. decided to allot funds on the 
basis of petrol taxes paid by the 
municipalities up to the start of 
occupation in 1967. It also agreed

to recognise the West Bank Coun- 
cil on Higher Education, thereby 
opening the way for payments of 
JD 100,000 to the universities of 
Bir/cir. Nablus, Bethlehem and 
Jerusalem, and Gaza's Islamic

Nursing School will receive JD 
50,000. the Jerusalem Past said. 

The committee was set up fol- 
lowing the Arab Summit in 
Baghdad in November 1978. At 
that time Arab states pledged to 
contribute $100 million for the 
committee to distribute in the 
occupied territories to bolster 
Palestinian resistance to Israeli 
iKCUpation. So far, some $70 mil- 
lion has been collected, and half 
this amount has been channelled 
into the occupied territories 
despite Israeli obstructions. All 
money going to the West Bank 
must be approved by the Israeli 
military authorities.

OCCUPIED*"" JERUSALEM. 
March 1 (Agencies)— An analysis 
of Israeli ministry budgets for 
fiscal 1980 reveals that the gov- 
ernment of the Zionist state plans 
to invest at least 750 million 
shekels (JD 75 million) on Jewish 
settlements in the occupied Arab 
territories during this year. Funds 
for the settlements are obscurely 
earmarked in the ministries' 
budgets. 

It is not known whether the 
funds arc for the building of new 
settlements in the occupied ter- 
ritories, or only for the expansion 
of existing settlements and pro- 
vision of infrastructure. 

The Agriculture .Ministry 
budget includes 300 million 
shekels (JD 30 million) for build- 
ing in the occupied territories, an 
increase of 15 per cent after 
adjusting for inflation. These 
funds are for creating a base for 
new settlements and expanding 


existing ones. 

The Housing Ministry budget 
includes 290 million shekels for 
use in the Arab territories. These 
funds are earmarked for the build- 
ing of 1,100 housing units in rural 
areas, and 750 units in the urban 
settlements of Kiryat Arba, near 
Hebron, and Maaleh Adumim, 
overlooking the Jerusalem- 
Jerichn road. So far 5,588 housing 
units have been built in the 
occupied territories, according to 
Israeli figures. 

Ohter ministries are investing 
sums in the occupied territories 
which could not he determined. 

According to Israeli figures, 
there were 94 settlements in the 
territories at the end of 1979, and 
another 1 9 are now going up. The 
total population in the Jewish set- 
tlements is said to be 13,700, an 
increase of 2,400 in the last year. 
These figures exclude the urban 
settlements.

Still, in Amman's downtown 
gold suqs, gold trading goes on 
quietly, hut at a fur less frenzied 
pace than before. Although the 
price of gold has dropped greatly, 
individiilas who bought jewelry 
when the metal was priced at $35 
or even $250 an ounce, still stand 
to make large profits. Bedouins 
.cun be seen going from store to 
store to find the goldsmith who 
will give the best price for their 
bracelets or rings. 

One jeweller explained: “On 
any given day the difference bet- 
ween the lowest and highest prices 
in the suq is about three percent.” 
From day-to-day. he said, a 
jeweller may find himself a bit 
short of gold and therefore buy at 
a higher price or find he has extra 
■and offer to buy at a lower price. 
. Even if individuals are not selling, 
goldsmiths buy and sell among 
'themselves to replenish stocks or 
to reduce surpluses. Five- 
kilogram bars of gold can be seen 
being passed from one store to 
another downtown. 

Some stores will buy only from 
women or from men who ean pro- 
duce a certificate guaranteeing 
that they bought the gold. One 
sioreowner. who was routinely 
turning away all men, said: “You 
never know, they may have stolen 
jewelry from their mothers or sis- 
ters. I don't want any trouble from 
the police for buying stolen 
goods.” Women arc considered 
above suspicion. 

Other storeowners are less par- 
ticular. One was willing to buy 


had issued the stringently worded 
warning to the money changers 
mostly, as an a mi -speculative 
measure. “Speculation hits poor 
people." he said. “They are 
exploited." He explained that 
when jewelry is bought, up to 25 
per cent of the price, and some- 
times more, is for craftsmanship. 
This value added, he said, dis- 
appears when the jewelry is sold 
for its gold content. To meet 
future demand for jewelry, the 
country will have to “reimport" 
gold at higher pirecs (some having 
leaked out of the country throueii 
money changer smuggling), result- 
ing in a net loss to the country. 

The Central Bank was sec- 
ondarily worried about the money 
changers “mone la rising in gold." 
Dr. Shukri said (hat “in view of the 
rigidity of the supply structure 
here.” the Central Bank was con- 
• cemed that the cashing in on gold 
would" increase the money supply 
and aggregate demand" and 
therefore be inflationary. 

Muncy changers have the right 
lo buy and sell gold only if they 
have specific authorisation from 
ihe Central Bank — which none 
has. Goldsmiths, however, are 
authorised to buy and sell the rare 
metal. The Central Bank decides 
on a case-ln-c'ase basis whether 
they can import and export it. Last 
month in view of the heightened 
demand lor gold, goldsmiths 
asked the Ministry of Finance and 
the Central Bunk for permission 
to import gold bullion against the 
export of gold scrap jewelry that

The point of the request, a Cen- 
tral Bank official said, was to 
increase the amount of bullion for 
holding purposes. No official reply 
has been made, he said, adding 
that demand for an organised sys- 
tem of importing and exporting 
gold 'that the goldsmiths could 
operate in had calmed down “with 
the end of gold fever.” 

“The ball.” he said, “is now in 
the goldsmiths, court." 

it is worth no(ingihat during the 
gold crisis of 1973. the Central 
Bank did allow goldsmiths to 
export the metal because. Dr. 
Shukri explained, "the economy 
was stagnant and the exporting 
injected liquidity into the coun- 
try" 

Jewellers here import either 
finished jewelry or 2 1 or 24 karat 
(pure) gold. The former mostly 
comes from- Italy and is subject to 
a 25 per cent customs charge, it is 
never more than IS K gold 
because the jewelry is machine 
worked, a process that is almost 
impossible to use for higher pur- 
ity. softer gold. Workmanship can 
add up to 30 per cent to the piece 
o.ver the value of the gold. 

The stock in exclusive jewelry 
stores like Jabasini is almost 
entirely Italian. Salespeople in 
such stores seemed appalled that 
individuals had sold finely crafted 
bracelets and the like for their 
gold content and spoke of the 
recent speculation with distaste. 

.Almost all 21 K gold sold in 
Jordan is crafted by hand locally, 
thick twisted bracelets being a 
favourite design. According lo 
one goldsmith, a four percent cus- 


toms charge is paid on the unpro- , 
cessed gold, imported largely from 
Switzerland, and me customer 
pays about another live per cent 
for. the h teal craftsmanship which 
is cruder and cheaper than fine 
machine work. 

Recent best sellers in one 
jewelry store were lU-gram 
(about a third of an ounce) small 
oblong pieces of 24 K gold. A 
Credit Suisse siainp certifies that 
they contain over y9.9 per cent 
pure “fine, gold." “I have been 
doing a good business selling 
these." the jeweller said. 

This particular jeweller said 
that he has. bought gold all along 
and will continue to do so regard- 
less of price. Unlike some of his 
colleagues, however, he did not 
put all his available cash into buy- 
ing gold at top prices. I n the earlier 


days of the gold boom he made 
money by selling scrap jewelry at 
higher prices and this offset losses 
he made when he bought high. 
While he admitted he \vas"hoard- 
ing” the gold he had bought at the 
heighl of the boom, waiting for the 
prices to surge again, he said over- 
all speculation had been good for 
his business. 

He explained that, traditionally. 
January and February are the 
slowest months at ihe gold suq — 
business d»vs not usually really 
pick up until May or June when 
the rash of summer weddings 
beings. A recent trip confirmed 
that the rare customers for jewelry 
were for outnumbered by indi- 
viduals selling gold. 

“Definitely.” he said, “-pecu- 
lation has improved the business i 
would otherwise have had during 
this time." During January he was 
buying three to four kilos of 
jewelry a day: today he is buying 
from 700 grams to a kilo. 

Other goldsmirhs were less 
optimistic, regretting that they 
had put all their cash into gold 
which they refuse to sell until the 
price rises. They are hopeful, 
however. One dealer predicted 
that the price would again break 
through SXfltl an ounce in March 
and another was sure that the 
price would inevitably rise “in the 
near future” to $1000 an ounce. 

Goldsmiths arc not the only 
ones worried about the decline in 
gold prices. According to Mr. 
Jawad Hadid. deputy general 
manager of the Arab Jordan 
Investment Bank and Mr. Amer 
Salti, (he bank's corporate finance

from all comers — from old 
bearded bedouin men selling 
bracelets, from adolescent boys 
bearing rings and even, in one 
case, from two Iranian men selling 
minted gold coins with the former 
Shah and his father depicted on 
them. 

In some shops, guns are dis- 
creetly hidden under the counters. 

To appraise an item of gold 
jewelry, the jeweller rubs the 
piece across a small black stone 
and then tests the trace that has 
been scraped off with acids to 
determine whether the metal is 
14, 18 or 2 L karat (K). Little of the 
gold here is 14 K or below 
because, it was explained, most 
stores stopped stocking it about 
five years ago since the lower qual- 
ity gold did not sell well among 
Jordanians. 

The jeweller then weighs the 
coin or piece of jewelry. If the 
seller accepts. J D 20 notes flit over 
the counter and the exchange is 
quickly accomplished. Numis- 
matic value is taken into account 
in determining the price of coins, 
and jewellers seemed well- 
informed as to their worth. Coins 
are set aside and saved, whereas 
most of the jewelry will be melted 
down into gold bars or reforged 
into new pieces of jewelry. The 
occasional very good piece may- 
end up in the store window to be 
resold. 

These days some stores arc 
short of gold because during the 
trading heyday goldsmiths melted 
dywn much of their slock into gold 
bars to sell to speculators. Among 
those who bought were non- 
professional investors — lawyers, 
doctors and the like — who 
entered the gold speculation game 
for the first time. According to at 
least one jeweller, money chan- 
gers were big buyers of gold bars 
as well as scrap gold sold by indi- 
viduals even after the central bank 
issued warnings in January 
reminding' money changers they 
were prohibited from buying and 
selling gold. 

The money changers act as 
middlemen who facilitate trans- 
actions in gold for speculation and 
investment. In rheir role as brok- 
ers, they increased the velocity of 
gold sales in the country. When 
the gold boom started, there was a 
shortage of bullion for speculation 
purposes. The money changers 
were reportedly smuggling in gold 
from Europe, particularly Swit- 
zerland* via Lebanon into Jordan. 

One jet*.. Her reported that once 
demand went down for bullion 
here, gold was smuggled hack out 
of the country for sale in Lebanon 
or Europe, where the market is 
greater than the limited one in 
Jordan.

manager, non -profession a Is have 
also lost heavily. Some, they said, 
channelled bank financing they 
had received for their businesses 
into gold purchases. Since many 
bought at high prices and couldn't 
resell without taking tremendous 
losses, they now find themselves 
severely hard pressed to pay back 
their loans. 

The two bankers noted that 
anyone with a telex and an outside 
bank account can trade on the 
major international markets, not- 
ably those in New York. London 
and Hong Kong. Money changers 
and other professional investors, it 
is said, place their orders through 
Swiss banks. How much indi- 
viduals in Jordan won or lost on 
such deals is hard to guess because 
their moves — of dubious legality- 
are shrouded in secrecy. 

These transactions, Mr. Salti 
said, eventually have to be paid in 
dollars or other foreign currency. 
Legally a Jordanian can convert 
only JD 10,lMKt a year for specific 
purposes such us travel, education 
or illness. Money changers, how- 
ever. arc said lo be willing to con- 
vert any amount, frequently cir- 
cumventing the law. The dinars so 
converted for speculative pur- 
poses arc illegally exported to pay 
for the purchases at a net loss to 
the country , although it is possible 
some of Ihe profits made were 
repatriated. 

Both hankers said that apart 
from (he illegality of capital trans- 
lers from Jordanian bunks to out- 
side ones, they would not engage 
in telex gold trading on the world 
market because ultimately money 
would be “lost outside Jordan — it 


would he a loss to the country." 

The Arab Jordan Invest mem 
Bunk did consider importing gold 
bullion u> sell to its clients as a 
service. However, they decided 
against it because in view of the 

four per cent customs charge they 
would have to pay on the gold. 

With the corporate tax on profits, 
the bank could not compete in sel- 
ling gold with the money changers, 
who largely manage to avoid pay- 
ing taxes. 

The only other option for a 
bunk wanting lo deal in gold is to 
sell gold certificates, hut the ban- 
kers said this is not feasihle for two 
reasons. First, the majority ol Jor- 
danians Cor cultural reason* have 
no faith in paper, preferring 
instead the physical delivery of 
gold. Secondly, a certificate set- 
up would have to be arranged 
through a foreign bunk. Paving for 
the gold would again entail capital 
translcrs outside the country and 
thus he illegal. 

Bothc Mr. Hadid and \lr. Salti 
attributed purl of the speculation 
in gold in Jordan lo the rigidity of 
financial structures here. Interest 
rules are controlled by the Centra 1 
Bank, and no savings account pays 
more than seven per cent. With 
inflation running at an estimated 
13 to 14 per cent, they said, an 
effective "negative interest rate" 
is in operation, prompting people 
to switch lo buying land, securities 
and gold. In January, gold offered 
the best promise ol quick money.

Irishman wins U.S. three-mile race 


NEW YORK, March l (R)-Mile specialist Eamonn Coghlan of 
Ireland stepped up to the three-mile race and won the event in the 
American indoor record time of 1 3 minutes. 2.8 seconds in the 
U.S. indoor athletics championships at Madison Square Garden 
here last night. The clocking was the fastest three miles ever run 
on an 11-lap track and the third best ever recorded. Emiel Pune- 
mansof Belgium holds the world record of 1 2:54.6. set in Paris on 
January 10. 1976, and also ran the second -fastest time of 12:58.9 
in 1974. 

Britain's Tony Staynings. a studenr at Bowling Gre£n State 
University in Ohio, was second in 13:03.7 and American Bruce 
Bickford was third in 13:U6.7. Bickford's time also broke the 
American record of 13:07.2. set by Tracy Smith in 1973. and it 
was the best time for the distance ever by a U.S. citizen. 

Staynings led the Field for the First 1 1 laps, and then Coghlan 
moved into command. Staynings regained the lead with four laps 
to go. but only held it for one lap before Coghlan spurted back in 
front. Staynings stayed within a y ard or two of Coghlan until the 
gun lap. when Coghlan gradually widened his lead and won by 
about 10 yards. The effort earned Coghlan an award as the 
outstanding male athlete of the meeting. 

Cindy Bremser of the United Slates was voted the outstanding 
female athlete for her two-mile victory in the meeting record time 
of 9:45.0. that broke the previous record of 9:46.1 set by Julie 
Brown in 1979. American Todd Scully set a world indoor best of 
12:35.1 for the two-mile walk, an event seldom contested outside 
the United States. Scully bertered his own mark of 12:40 set last 
year. American Rosalyn Bry ant ser a world best of 53.92 seconds 


for an automatically timed. 440-yard race. The world record fora 
hand-timed 440 of 53.5 seconds also is held by Bryant. 

AH wants to go to fourth championship 

LOS ANGELES, March 1 (R) -- Muhammad Ali said yesterday 
he is returning to boxing and wants to win the world heavyweight 
championship title for a fourth time by beating John Tate, the 
World Boxing Association (W'BA) champion. 

Asked why he preferred to fight Tate rather than Larry 
Holmes, the World Boxing Council (WBC) heavyweight champ- 
ion. Ali said: ‘’Tate is the srrongest and the best and I want to fight 
the best man." Ali, who made an estimated S60 million in purses 
from boxing, denied he was coming back because he needed 
money. Before making his retirement announcement last June, 
Ali several times had said he had turned down offers of up to S 1 2 
million from promoters who wanted him to fight again. Ali 
declined to say how much he wanted to challenge Tate for the 
WBA championship. “The promoters are fightin' for the chance 
to stage the match." Ali said. He said that Bob Arum, whi. 
promoted both AJi-Spinks fights and several other of AlFs title 
bouts, probably had the inside track. Ali said the Superdome was 
a logical site for the fight with Tate because “it holds 86,000 
people" and he wanted as many fans as possible to be able to view 
the match.

Rhodesia reports nearly 
94% black voter turnout 


SALISBURY, March 1 (R) - Almost 
94 per cent of Rhodesia's black elec- 
torate voted in the three-day pre- 


in 

The massive turnout— one of 
the highest in African history— will 
produce a black government to 
lead the wayward British colony to 
independence, probably this 
month. 

A total of 2.699.450 people 
voted out of an officially estimated 
electorate of 2.883.000— a per- 
centage poll of 93.6. 

In the last Rhodesian election 
last April, which brought Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa to power under 
the so-called internal settlement, 
the turnout was 64 per cent. 

Guerrilla leaders Robert 
Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo, then 
conducting a bitter war against the 
Salisbury regime from bases' 
abroad, boycotted that election.

Colombia 
agrees to 
negotiate 
with M-19 

BOGOTA, March l (R) - Col- 
ombian Government officials are 
to hold negotiations with guerrillas 
holding dozens of hostages inside 
the Dominican Republic embassy 
in a truck parked in front of the 
building, an official statement 
said. 

The presidential office said last 
night that the site of the negotiati- 
ons was requested by some of the 
13 ambassadors being held hostage 
in the embassy along with other 
diplomats and Colombian Foreign 
Ministry officials. 

It said the government agreed to 
the request to show its willingness 
to resolve the situation, but did not 
say when die negotiations would 
begin. 

Twenty-four guerrillas of the 
M-19 movement stormed the 
embassy on Wednesday during a 
reception to mark the Dominican 
Republic's national day. 

The government agreed to 
negotiate with the guerrillas after 
they released 18 hostages, 15 of 
them women. 

A Venezuelan diplomat said last 
night that representatives of coun- 
tries whose ambassadors were 
being held hostage bad held a meet- 
ing yesterday with Colombian 
Foreign Minister Diego Uribe. 

The guerrillas have demanded 
the release of 311 political pris- 
oners, a ranson of S50 million, 
talks with the authorities, pub- 
lication of an M-19 manifesto and 
the removal of troops surrounding 
the embassy as conditions for the 
release of the hostages. 

But the leader of the guerrilla 
group told the Bogota newspaper 
El Espectador in a telephone call 
that some of the demands could be 
modified. He insisted, however, on 
the release of the prisoners. 

One of the hostages released yes- 
terday was Costa Rican Ambas- 
sador Maria Elena Chassoul, who 
told reporters that the guerrillas 
had treated the hostages well. She 
said she believed they were bolding 
about 70 people. 

But another of the freed hos- 
tages, Lucia Guizman de Olano, 
told reporters that 37 hostages 
were left in the embassy. She said 
the guerrillas lined up the hostages 
to count them when they seized the 
embassy and the total was 55. 

She said all the hostages were 
being held on the second floor of 
the build ing, but the ambassadors 
of the United States. Venezuela, 
Mexico, Switzerland and the Vat- 
ican were being held in a separate 
room on the floor.

British election commissioner 
Sir John Boynton yesterday 
staged a series of tests, in the harsh 
light of television cameras and 
before hundreds of curious jour- 
nalists and observers, to demon- 
strate that while some of the dye 
could be removed, the rest would 
show up under ultraviolet scan- 
ners used at all polling stations. 

Dismissing the effect of any 
possible double voting on the 
overall poll as minor. Sir John 
said: “ Many countries in the world 

could be proud of elections like 
these.” 

The first report by one of the 
dozens of observer groups which 
have monitored the election last 
night that they “fairly reflect the 
general wish of the Zimbabwean 
electorate.” 

The report by a bipartisan 
group of ten British members of 
Parliament said they were satis- 
fied with the mechanics of the poll 
and were convinced that most 
people understood about the sec- 
recy of the ballot. 

It added, however, that there 
were grounds for allegations and 
counter allegations made during* 
the campaign by the major parties 
of intimidation and partiality. 

All of the parties have expre- 
ssed varying degrees of concern 
about the validity of the poll, par- 
ticularly Bishop Muzorewa. 

The bishop, who handed over 
power to Lord Soames in 


December, said in an interview 
published by a weekly newspaper 
yesterday that intimidation by 
guerrillas loyal to his two major 
opponents— Mr. Nkomo and Mr. 
Mugabe— had made a "mockery 
of democracy." 

Mr. Mugabe and Mr. Nkomo. 
who returned from exile last 
month after leading a seven-year 
bush war against the Salisbury 
government, in turn accused gov- 
ernment security forces of coerc- 
ing voters to support the bishop. 

Mr. Nkomo and Mr. Mugabe's 
deputy, Mr. Simon Muzenda, will 
tour guerrilla ceasefire camps 
today to confirm previously issued 
instructions that the men are to 
remain in the camps after the 
result is announced. 

A 1,300 man Commonwealth 
ceasefire monitoring force will 
stan pulling out of the camps at 
the beginning of next week and 
will be replaced by small units of 
Rhodesian police and military. 

The guerrillas, who yesterday 
voted at mobile polling stations 
brought into their camps, are 
being slowly merged with gov- 
ernment troops for retraining as a 
single national army.

Scheme under way to produce 
people of superior intelligence 


ESCONDIDO, California. March 
1 (R) — Three exceptionally intel- 
ligent women have been fertilised 
from a sperm bank whose donors 
are Nobel prize-winning sci- 
entists. an assistant of the 
scheme's founder said today. 

The aide to 74-year-old 
businessman Mr. Robert Graham 
said over a dozen women had 
applied to be artifically impre- 
gnated. and the three who were 
chosen were expecting babies this 
year. 

The babies would be the first to

Britain’s union solidarity 
appears to be crumbling 


LONDON, March 1 (AP) - 
Steelmen tear up their union 
cards, auto workers hurl fruit and 
clods of dirt at a communist shop 
steward, and Welsh miners vote 
down a sympathy strike with a 
brother union. 

Union solidarity, which made 
organised labour a dominant force 
in postwar Britain, seems to be 
crumbling. 

Weighing loyalties between 
union and family in a harsh 
economic climate, workers are 
starting to defy strike calls if stop- 
pages might endanger their jobs. 

The rebellion is aimed at the 
leadership of Britain's 12 million 
organised workers and coincides 
with legislation from Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher's Con- 
servative government to curb 
union power. 

Cabinet ministers claim to 
detect a new mood among rank- 
and-file union members which 
.bodes well for long-troubled 
labour relations. 

In recent weeks, workers at Bri- 
tain’s handful of private steel 
companies have refused to mount 
an effective strike in sympathy 
with their union brothers, who 
walked out of nationalised British 
Steel Corporation (BSC) plants 
Jan. 2. 

Some 430 workers at the 
Canadian-owned Shecmess Steel 
Company were expelled from 


U.N. establishes committee to 
probe ‘missing person’ cases 


GENEVA, March 1 (R) - The 
United Nations yesterday set up a 
five -member committee to inves- 
tigate the growing problem of 
people disappearing under sus- 
picious circumstances. 

The working group was 
empowered by the U.N. Human 
Rights Commission to demand an 
explanation from governments 
within 24 hours of a person's 
reported disappearance. 

Amnesty International, the 
London-based human rights 
group, has named Argentina. 
Chile and Ethiopia as countries 
where anti-government figures 
have vanished without trace. 

Amnesty's list 
Afghanistan, 

Nicaragua and Uganda before 
new governments took power in 
those countries last year. 

U.N. Human Rights Director 
Theodoor van Boven told the. 
commission at its annual meeting 
that this “burning and shocking 
problem” could sometimes be 


cased by prompt intervention on 
behalf of the victims. 

The new panel will have greater 
freedom of action, a larger budget 
. and more secretarial backing than 
similar groups set up to probe 
human rights situations in the 
Israeli-occupied Arab territories, 
white-minority southern Africa 
and Chile. 

Several countries last night 
hailed the move as a breakthrough 
for the 43 -nation commission, 
whose work is often thwarted by 
political rows. It decided without a 
vote to set up the group.

International says between 5.000 
also included • and 1 a, 000 people have gone mis- 
Kam p uche a : • sing, told the commission it would- 
have opposed some parts of the 
resolution if a vote had been 
taken, and delegate sources told 
Reuters that behind the scenes the 
issue had been bitterly fought.

"Unions, wbat are they?

At state-owned British Ley- 
land, 12,000 workers at an auto 
assembly plant near Birmingham 
last week overwhelmingly voted 
down a union strike call to force 
reinstatement of a communist 
shop steward who had been fired. 

South Wales coal miners were 
asked by their union to strike in 
sympathy with the steelmen 
because of BSC plans to shut 
down coal-fired plants in the area. 
Miners rejected the strike call by a 
vote of 22.000 to 4,000. 

Mrs. Thatcher, whose Tories 
rode to power last year on a wave 
of anti-union sentiment, hailed 
these developments as “a triumph 
for common sense.” 

“The Sheerness workers were 
facing the reality that if they didn’t 
go into work they wouldn't be able 
to support their families, and their 
business might not continue,” the 
prime minister said in a television 
interview. 

“They have divided loyalties, to 
union, family and business. 
They’ re now getting it sorted out. I 
.think that is tremendously 
encouraging,'* Mrs.Thatchersaid. 

But many union men blame the 
government for Britain’s hard 
times, particularly through cuts in 
state spending. 

The Conservatives say tax- 
payers' money can no longer bail 
out unproductive, strike-plagued 
nationalised industries such as 
British Leyland. Planned cutbacks 
in the steel industry will cost

The newspaper said the sperm 
was stored in a concrete under- 
ground chamber made of thick 
lead to shield it from radiation. 

U.S. recession 
may be nearing 

WASHINGTON. March 1 (Ri- 
The United States' long-expected 
recession may be on the way. 
according to the index of leading 
economic indicators. 

The Commerce Department 
said the index, a combination of 
several individual statistics indi- 
cating future economic activity, 
fell 0.7 per cent in January, the 
fourth such monthly decline. 

Economists, as a rule of thumb, 
define a recession as a period of 
decline lasting at least three 
mouths. 

Government officials and pri- 
vate experts for months have fore- 
cast a recession, but the economy 

has remained stubbornly strong. 

Economists believe consumers 
held off the anticipated decline by 
running up record levels of debt to 
finance purchases they feared 
would increase in price. 

The coming decline forecast by 
the index of indicators could help 
cool inflation, which was running 
at an annual rate of 18 per cent in 
January. 

Of the ten indicators released 
yesterday, six were down, includ- 
ing’ raw material prices and orders 
for new manufacturing operations 
and equipment. 

The largest decline was in the 
money supply growth, which the 
Federal Reserve Board, the 
nation’s central bank, has been 
restricting as part of its policy to 
curb inflation. 

On the other hand, increases in 
the average time that employees 
worked, a stronger stock market, 
new orders for goods, and some 
increase m building permits held 
the January index up. 

The stock market was less 
buoyant in February and the hous- 
ing market turned very weak, two 
factors likely to be. reflected when 
the month's figures are reported. 
_ Commerce Department offi- 
cials said it was difficult to predict 
precisely when the activity shown 
in yesterday’s indicators would be 
felt in the economy.

Surinam PM 
was assured 
safety before 
surrendering 

PARAMARIBO, Surinam. 
March 1 (R) — Surinam's ousted 
Prime Minister Henk Anon sur- 
rendered to rebels who led a milit- 
ary coup here last Monday after 
assurances that he would not be 
harmed, a spokesman for the 
rebels said. 

The spokesman said at least 
seven people had died in the 
revolt. ‘in which junior army offic- 
ers set up an eight-member 
national military council as the 
temporary government of this 
former Dutch South American 
colony. 

He said other senior officials of 
Mr. Airon’s government arrested 
were Finance Minister Leslie 
Goede, Police and Justice Minis- 
ter Soerdj Singh and Attorney- 
General Maurits de Mranda, who 
was shot and wounded in the coup. 

The assurances of Mr. Anon’s 
personal safety were given after 
intervention by a committee of 
Christian churches in Surinam on 
his behalf, the spokesman said. 

A Surinam News Agency 
(SNA) report monitored in the 
Hague earlier today said four 
ex-ministers had surrendered to 
the rebels. 

The rebel spokesman said 
senior police officers under the 
Anon government had also been 
arrested and replaced. 

The military council appeared 
to be in full control of the country, 
but security here is tight and con- 
stant patrols are being maintained 
along the borders with Guyana 
and French Guiana. 

The spokesman said the milit- 
ary' council aimed to set up a 
civilian team to run the country, 
but he gave no details. 

Life has returned to normal 
here in the capital during the day, 
but the streets are deserted at 
night because of a curfew imposed 
from 7:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. 

Council member Lieutenant 
Michel van Rey was quoted today 
in an SNA report received in the 
Hague as saying that the rebels 
had “deeply rooted democratic 
sentiments” because they were 
trained as soldiers in the Nether- 
lands, which granted inde- 
pendence to Surinam in 
November 1975. 

But Lt. van Rey was quoted as 
saying that general elections, 
planned by Mr. Anon for March 
27. would now almost certainly 
not be held.
